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In response to the Examiner's office action dated August 25, 
2005, Applicant hereby elects Group I, claims 1-18 and 21-29 drawn 
to an electric field meter, without traverse. 

In the Office Action, it was also requested that Applicant 
elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on the merits to 
which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. In this regard, Applicants hereby elect the 
species depicted in Figure 16, the claims being readable thereon 
are claims 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 8, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, 15, 17, 21, 22, 
23, 24, 26, and 27. 

In addition, it is Applicants' attorney's belief that the 
following claims are generic: 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, 
15, 21, 22, 23, 24, 26, and 27.
